Sen. Bailey Threatens 
Fight on Jewish State

WASHINGTON—A threat to 


oppose any efforts by the United 
States to establish a Jewish State 
in Palestine was made this week 
in a letter from Senator Bailey, 
North Carolina ‘Democrat, ‘to 
Secretary of State Byrnes. 

Sen. Bailey wrote that the 
United States had “no business 
undertaking” such a move, that 
this country would be “obligated 
to maintain it and protect it,” 
and that we have “no responsi- 
bility in Palestine.” Such an en- 
deavor might lead to war, he 
suggested. 

The letter continued: “I know 
that the plea is put forward in 
behalf of refugee Jews in Eur- 
ope, but we do not have as much 
right to send the Jews, to Pales- 
tine as we have to send them 
to South Carolina or Maine or 
California. Moreover, one conse- 
quence of the great war has been 
to make room for the Jews in 
Europe where they have been 
living a long time and we are 
appropriating large sums for

Jews Per Month, Atilee 
To Broach on Visit Herc

LONDON—tThe future of the Jews and of Palestine is, 
it is understood, to be fully considered at Washington in the 
talks between Prime Minister Attlee and President Truman, 
during Attlee’s forthcoming visit, around Nov. 10, it was re- 
ported by the Reuters news agency. 

“Though the broad outline of the British Government's 
policy for Palestine seems to be settled, the plan has yet to 
receive its final shape and the approval of the Cabinet,” the 
report stated. “This may now be delayed until the Prime 
Minister has had an opportunity to discuss it with President 
Truman. There is a growing belief that the ultimate solution 
that will be proposed will. be the partition of Palestine into 
an Arab and a Jewish half with Jerusalem as a kind of neu- 
tral center.” 

There is still no definite date for Attlee’s statement on 
Palestine. It is thought likely that the matter was discussed 
during a long meeting of the Cabinet. “The general expecta- 
tion is that a quota to allow into Palestine 2,000 Jews monthly 
has been fixed and it is believed that Azzam Bey, secretary 
of the Arab league, agreed to this figure during his recent 
stay in London,” Reuters report said. “In return for this 
acceptance he is reported to have asked that the British 
Government publicly state its adherence to the White Pa- 
per and to continue to consult the Arabs on all matters of 
Palestine policy.’ 

A spokesman of the Jewish Agency in London told Reu- 
ters that Palestine Jewry would resist this solution as utterly 
inadequate and that under these conditions a large stepping- 
up of “unauthorized” immigration would have to be counted 
on. Jewish circles say that they are fully aware that there 
are four full British divisions now in Palestine and that the 
Navy has made Haifa and not Cyprus its base. Nevertheless, 
they believe that the Jews in Palestine will be able to ensure 
the safe landing of Jewish hetinccints from Europe. 


Truman Says He’s Recntund Several Messages From Attlee

“I would hesitate to stir this 
very grave question on the door 
of the Senate, but I am so con- 
cerned that I shall be disposed 
to do so in the absence of assur- 
ances that this country will not 
become further involved in this 
Palestine controversy.” 
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\ , J HEN I read my wire to RCA over the phone for Haaretz, de- 


scribing the demonstration in Madison Square Park as the 
“greatest in American Jewish history,” the operator at the other end 


exclaimed, “And how!” 

He was right. It was not only great in size; it was impressive, 
orderly, disciplined—and short. Not a single “star” was advertised 
in advance, and outside of Louis Lipsky not one famous orator ad- 
dressed the rally. Israel Goldstein delivered at that rally the best 
speech of his career. It was an excellent address. A few more like 
that and he, too, will become a famous orator. Not a single placard 
moved in the wind—and the Jews such a nervous, restless people, 
they say. 

The rally gave the lie to the slander against the Jewish masses 
by Nahum Goldmann at the World Jewish Congress Conference in 
London last summer. He said that the Jewish leaders of America 
had tried their best but the people were not behind them. This rally 
showed that when you come to the people in the right way, they re- 
spond. The Jewish masses of America are all right, but it takes some- 
body better than Nahum Goldmann or his dupes to get their response. 


* + * 


ON THE MORNING of the rally there appeared in the New York 
Times the full text of the memorandum submitted by the Zionist 
Emergency Committee to Secretary Byrnes. That was a revolu- 
tionary document. It was the first time the Jews of America re- 
proached their own government. That memorandum marks the end 
of the Nahum Goldmann diplomacy of sipping coffee with diplomats 
and telling them jokes and calling it rescue work through “contact.” 

The memorandum came in reply to the exchange of letters be- 
tween President Roosevelt and King Ibn Saud. The letters produced 
a feeling of bitter resentment among the Jews which is perhaps ex- 
aggerated. I heard at least two important pro-Zionist Christian writ- 
ers express their opinion that not too much attention should be at- 
tached to them. Dorothy Thompson at the UPA banquet and 
Alexander H. Uhl, foreign news editor of PM, speaking at a Zionist 
meeting in Mount Vernon. But the Jews do feel terribly let down. 

Needless to say, this furnishes us with an additional proof that 
the policy pursued by Silver and Neumann was the right one. Let 
us examine that policy. 

*« * * 

NEUMANN’S forte consists in working out plans and in drawing 
up memoranda (the memorandum to Byrnes bears all the earmarks 
of his style). Silver has the dymantic and aggressive personality to 
carry out a militant policy. And his views happen to coincide, prac- 
tically entirely, with Neumann’s. They do not always see-eye to eye 
on details, and Silver is more likely to run away with himself in mak- 
ing a rash statement, but, on the whole, they agree on major policies. 
Silver, by the way, is quite familiar with the American political 
scene. 

While I am on the subject, let me clarify one item. Some months 
ago I interviewed Maldwin Fertig, President of the Bronx Zionist 
region. He told me in no unmistakable terms, that as a man who 
knew Roosevelt well and as one who is well versed in American 
politics he felt that Silver’s line was the right one. He felt that the 
others had bungled up so badly that perhaps “we missed the bus.” 
He asked me then not to publish his views in this country, because 
he was at that time busy trying to work out a peace settlement be- 
tween the two groups on the ZOA and he did not want his neutrality 
brought into question. I kept my promise. Readers of The Post will 
recall that I mentioned Fertig without mentioning his views on the 
Silver-Wise controversy. But I told Fertig I was going to publish 
his words in Palestine. The copy of Haaretz containing my inter- 
view with Fertig arrived a couple of weeks ago. I haven’t got it on 
me so I can’t quote the date. I gave it to Max Cohen who gave it to 

Fertig, and now let the world know that I can keep a secret. Fertig’s 
pro-Silver position comes out pretty clearly in Haaretz. 


* * * 


NOW FOR MORE SERIOUS business. The Silver-Neumann line 
is based on three premises: a) America’s long-range interests call for 
a Jewish Palestine; b) Britain got herself in such a mess with the 
White Paper that, short of a major rebellion by the Jews of Pales- 
tine, only American friendly intervention can abolish it; c) in order 
to effect such intervention, it is necessary, on the one hand, to edu- 
cate the more enlightened public opinion in this country and, on the 
other hand, to use pressure on the somewhat less enlightened poli- 
ticians and political groups in this country. (This definition is en- 
tirely mine, and neither Silver nor Neumann are responsible for it— 
if they don’t like it, they can send in a letter to the editor, who has 
already printed some pretty nasty letters against me). 

Today no more eloquent exponent is needed of the idea that 
America’s true interests in the Middle East require a Jewish Pales- 
tine than Senator Owen Brewster. But the oil interests and the mis- 
Sionary groups and the State Department group see it in a different 
way. Theirs is the mentality of the Colonial Office which sees the 
short-range interests as paramount. These interests are exerting 
pressure on the Executive. To counteract such pressure, one must 
arouse public opinion and use counter-pressure. 

Any group that seeks to use pressure on the government must 
not get tied up too closely with any one party. You can’t have one 
party feel that it has got the Jews in its vest pocket and the other 
party feel that it has nothing to expect from the Jews, anyway. 

a * * 

WHEN NEUMANN was Direcor of the Emergency Council, in 
the days when Silver was still inactive in it, he made modest begin- 
nings in all these directions, but he met with stubborn opposition on 
the part of Zionist leaders who lacked vision, of Zionist leaders who 
were too closely tied up with the Democratic Party and of Zionist 
leaders who were the dupes of Nahum Goldmann (who was busy 
building up his Colonial Empire in South America and who was 
Jealous of any rival in North America as an authoritative voice in 
Zionism). Neumann quit in disgust and the Emergency Council 
floundered for a period of some six months without a director (that’s 
how seriously the Zionist leaders took the emergency!), until, at 
Weizmann’s insistence, Silver was called to the helm. 

Well, whether Silver, Neumann, Rothenberg or Heller is Presi- 
dent, the ZOA needs some pretty thorough overhauling. In the first

place, the national office ought to be moved to New York: it will re- 
lieve overcrowding ir Washington, will ease the strain on the long- 
distance service between New York and Washington, will save the 
railway company a few extra seats for passengers between the cap- 
ital and the metropolis, will provide fine quarters for the Jewish 
Agency and the Emergency Council offices in Washington and will 
place the national offices in full view of a critical intelligent public 
—in New York. 

Also, it ought to move the New Palestine to New York so the 
editor will have a better chance of having his instructions carried out 
by the managing editor, instead of the managing editor asking the 
Executive Secretary or the Public Relations Director whether or not 
he ought to obey the editor. 

Also, an organization which has so many thousands of mem- 
bers ought to have a full-time educational director, instead of a half 
time one or less. Funds for Palestine are raised by the UPA and the 
JNF; political work is done by the Emergency Council. The main 
function of the ZOA is to educate its members in Zionism. Education 
includes all types of propaganda and enlightenment—radio, meetings, 
pamphlets, publications, etc., etc. All these educational activities 
ought to be co-ordinated. More, far more, attention ought to be paid 
to the more solid aspects of Zionist education—intelligent planning 
of programs, Systematic courses, advanced courses in Zionist his- 
tory etc. 

* * * 

“THE ZOA as an adult Zionist organzation must carry on an 
effective and continuing program of adult Zionist education if it is to 
hold its members and keep alive their interest in the cause of Zion- 
ism and Palestine” (I am quoting from the Survey by Samuel Dinin, 
Ph.D. With a Special Section on Zionism and Palestine in the Jewish 
Schools by Dr. Noah Nardi, Published by the Zionist Organization of 
America, October 1944) “The ZOA does carry on at present educa- 
tional work of a sort” (Of a sort, is right). “This work, however, is 
unorganized and inadequate” (right!) “The educational work of the 
ZOA must be intelligently planned” (intelligently planned—not hap- 
hazardly like just publishing a book because somebody happens to 
have the manuscript) . . “and direction under the supervision of 
competent personnel and with adequate resources,:and on a scale 
commensurate with the needs of the Zionist movement in this coun- 
try.” (Such has not been the case in the past year, far from it!) 

I go on quoting from that Survey (p. 98): 

A. The Department of Education to be established should con- 
cern itself with the following areas; 

1. Adult Zionist Education—Speakers’ Bureau, Study Groups, 
(Where are the Study Groups and where are the etceteras?) 

. Schools and Camps. 

. Youth. 

. Films, radio, slides etc. 

. Hebrew and Hebrew Culture. 

. Publications. 

. Work with non-Zionist organizations. 

There are three more items, but seven failufes are enough, Not 
all of them are total failures. The radio program is o.k., though like 
everything else, it could stand improvement. In some of the activ- 
ities listed some modest beginnings have been made. From what I 
know, Greenstein, the Educational Director, has done a pretty good 
job in pamphlets and program planning. The Hebrew Arts Com- 
mittee has made a good beginning last spring. 

But books and publications have been the worst failures—and 
these are the most important aspects of educational work. 

The same forces which fought against Neumann now fought 
against Silver. The ZOA Convention in Atlantic City in October 
provided a test between the two groups. Silver won by a unanimous 
vote of the delegates. But no sooner was the vote taken than the 
Administration proceeded to clear the ground for his ouster. Among 
the ZOA representatives to the Emergency Council who were purged 
was Emanuel Neumann who, more than any one man, is responsible 
for the planning and the execution of the publication of Lowdermilk’s 
book which has received such wide acclaim and for the Jordan Valley 
Authority project advocated by Lowdermilk. (The JVA plan, known 
as the Lowdermilk Plan has already been seriously discussed in

WASHINGTON—Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt has revealed what the 
late President told her about his conversation on Palestine with King 
Ibn Saud, and emphasized that she considers it “not only unfair but 
very unwise” to use past utterances to influence new decisions. 

The statement, made in her syndicated column, was prompted by 


Mrs. Roosevelt’s desire to clarify 
the rumors surrounding the ex- 
change of correspondence _ be- 
tween her husband and the ruler 
of Saudi Arabia which was made 
public by Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes. Pointing out 
that one “can really never tell 
what a man who has been a 
thinker and a leader, in either 
public or private life, would think 
or do if he were alive and fac- 
ing new _ circumstances,” Mrs. 
Roosevelt writes: 


“I had heard my husband, on a 
number of occasions after his re- 
turn from Yalta, give an account 
of the visit paid him by King 
Ibn Saud. My husband stated that 
he felt his conversations with 
the Arab King had been a failure 
since the King had told him that 
as long as he lived he did not 
wish any change. An influx into 
Palestine of Jewish people from 
the big cities of the world—like 
London, Paris, Berlin, New York 
—-would meet resistance because 
it tended to change the way of 
life of the whole land. 


“The Arabs, said King Saud, 
are of the same Semitic race as 
the Jews, and get on well when 
their backgrounds are similar. 
My husband said that King Ibn 
Saud asserted that he had been 
a warrior ali his life; he was not 
interested either in farming or 
forestry; his people were herds- 
men and nomads, and he wished 
no change.

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’ B. G. Richards Asks Who Decides On These Multi-Million Dollar Drives 


By BERNARD G. RICHARDS 

UGE campaigns for many millions of dollars for Jewish purposes will soon be 

launched, and while the chief interest in them will center around the urgent 
and pressing needs of the hour, there will sooner or later also loom up the question 
as to what the five million Jews in America have to do with these millions of dol- 
lars outside of providing the funds. All the big organizations are very worthy in 
name, comprehensive in scope, very active and to a considerable extent effective, but 
how are they constituted and how are their leaders chosen and to what extent do 
they reflect the views and wishes of the masses of our people throughout the United 
States? 

The United Palestine Appeal in annual conference adopted a resolution for a 
joint one hundred million dollar campaign for Palestine and overseas needs for 1946. 
The resolution adopted is obviously in the nature of a recommendation and, not least, 
a gesture or means of exercising the pressure of public opinion upon the American 
Jewish Joint Distribution Committee. The Zionists and pro-Palestinians and other 
popularly-constituted organizations are nearly always protesting and demonstrating 
by way of exercising influence not only upon outside non-Jewish elements, but upon 
our own Jewish leaderships or spokesmanships representing certain exclusive or 
isolated Jewish circles. 

*® * * 

WHY IS THERE never any eruption or at least mild manifestation of sharp 
views or different opinions or special emphasis expressed within the J. D. C. itself— 
that splendid island of calmness and complacency in a surging sea of Jewish 
turmoil? The resolution of the U.P.A. was in part an answer of this organization 
to the dilatory tactiéS, the hesitancy and circumlocutory approach of the J.D.C., and 
the continued wonder is, why the,J.D.C. itself is never moved or shaken out of its 
dull routine by the stirring events of the time. 

The great era of the last war when the J.D.C. was made up of three popularly- 
constituted organizations, the American Jewish Relief Committee, the Central Re- 
lief Committee and the People’s Relief Committee has not only faded into the distant 
past, but has nearly been entirely forgotten, and outside of a few articles in the 
Jewish press and other newspapers in recent years, few questions have been asked 
about the constituency of the Joint Distribution Committee. Lately, even the glamor 
of great names has disappeared from its leadership and the personnel of volunteers 
and the long list of employees only stand out mainly by virtue of professional ability 
and lengthy association. 

k * * 

AGAIN, MILLIONS OF JEWS and millions of dollars which are given by 
these Jews, yet the donors have so little to do with the decisions as to the collection 
and disposition of these funds! 

How is the J.D.C. constituted? Who elects its Executive Committee and why? 
There is presumably a national council of prominent men from a number of dif- 
ferent cities, but would anyone in this circle claim that he actually takes part in 
an election carried through freely and on the basis of merit and ideas? Granting 
the prestige of influential persons and the close friendships among them, where are 
at least the gestures of democracy? 

In contrast to the inner J.D.C. circles, the Zionists and workers for Palestine, 
although far from having a right to claim perfection, have conferences and con- 
ventions and meetings and even turbulent contests for office. But on the other, the 
aristocratic side, there is such perfect agreement and harmony about everything 
that it is fearfully disturbing. ‘

It will help 
Jews purge their own/souls of 
the anti-Semitism which like 
many well intentioned Gentiles 
they acquire from the current and 
widespread anti-Jewish literature. 

Engleman’s “Do Jews Shun 
Manual Labor” reveals that they 
do not, notwithstanding popular 
misconceptions.

The Council Wins Converts 
HE American Council for 
Judaism ought to throw a 

party. Things are shaping up 
beautifully. Only last week that 
great idealist and American, Ger- 
ald L. K. Smith, in an appearance 
before the San Francisco Board 
of Education, declared himself a 
disciple of Rabbi Elmer Berger. 
Rev. Smith, much offended at 
being accused of anti-Semitism, 
asked why was it all right for 
that splendid American, Rabbi 
Elmer Berger, to urge Jews to be 
Americans First, and Jews Sec- 
ond, and why was it wrong for 
him to say so. Rev. Smith has 
earned honorary membership in 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism. 

When prizes are handed out, 
let’s not overlook the Christian 
Science Monitor. They too have 
learned the Council line. Their 
leading editorial, dated Oct. 15, 
entitled “Jew, Gentile, Arab” 
pays tribute to that “responsi- 
ble body of American Jewish 
opinion, which seeks for Jews 
only equality of rights and ob- 
ligations with their fellow na- 
tionals in all countries.”

NEW YORK—Louis Adamic is 
the author of a. new book, “Na- 
tion of Nations,” and analysis of 
the racial group§S which consti- 
tute the United States.

HARTFORD, Conn.—Connecticut, predominantly Yankee Pra- 


testant, has a Jewish man in the office of first selectman of one of 
its small towns, East Haddam, for the first time in its more than 300 
year history. He is Samuel Pear who won the election a few weeks 
ago, the first Democrat to hold this office in 55 years. He won by a 
wide majority, being backed by 
much of the Yankee population. 

Sam, as he is known through- 
out the town, has been in politics 
for 16 years, or ever since he was 
21. He has been a justice of the 
peace since he arrived at his legal 
majority, and has served on the 
Board of Finance for the past 
four years. He was asked to run 
for first selectman two years 
ago, but he expected to be called 
for service in the armed forces. 

Sam owns a general store, a 
lumber company, a beauty salon, 
and has a real estate business. 

Being first selectman in this 
town is comparable to being a 
mayor in a city, for the second 
and third selectmen have no au- 
thority whatsoever.

few weeks ago I had a piece here about 

the Hebrew Union College (it is observ- 
ing its 70th birthday) and a Memphis gentle- 
man responds to it by asking “So what?” 

He means to suggest that Reform Judaism, 
of which the Hebrew Union College is the 
seat, has been pretty much of a flop... . “Has 
it,” he asks, “made better Jews of our peo- 
ple? Has it succeeded in bringing people 
closer to the devotions that belong to Jewish 
life? Are Reform Jews more Jewish or less? 
Is Reform Judaism more than a convenience 
by which Jews avoid the disciplines of Jew- 
ish life, as prescribed by Torah? What has 
Hebrew Union College 
to show, in the way of | 
genuine Jewish results, | 
during the 70 years of 
its life?” 

Well, I am a member 
of the Reform Jewish 
communion. I introduce 
myself in this way to 
suggest that I should 
know something about ‘ : 
Reform Judaism and the matter of being one 
of its members. I do not feel any the less 
Jewish on account. of belonging to it. 

I should say that I came out of Orthodox 
origin. This is to say ,at the beginning of my 
life I was introduced to the disciplines of Or- 
thodoxy. I don’t deny the value of disciplines; 
they do mold character into regularity of habit. 
Yet from habit the thing that is done may 
become just a matter of habit; if it is a re- 
ligious habit the spiritual content may dimin- 
ish and finally disappear. 

At 13 I was bar mitzvah and took upon my- 
self the phylacteries as a duty of every morn- 
ing. I bound them upon my arm and my head, 
I recited the morning prayers; more and more 
they became a mumbling on my tongue ,some- 
thing to be disposed o f as quickly as I could 
in order that I might have my breakfast and 
be off to school. This ritual contained nothing 
inspirational but only a disciplinary duty to be 
rid of in the least possible time. (I am not em- 
phasizing phylacteries; I mention them only 
for example.) 

Well, a boy’s mind does grow up and, if it 
is any kind of a mind, it begins to ask ques- 
tions. It will no longer accept a religious duty 
just because it was imposed upon it early 
in life. The growing mind asks: Why am I 
doing this every morning? What started out 
as a religious duty now has become a kind of 
superstitious habit. I have become fearful 
that if I don’t bind myself in the phylacteries 
every morning something terrible may hap- 
pen to me during the day. Is this religion? 

A young mind comes to horrible distress 
when it finds its independent thinking con- 
ficting with the teaching its father gave it so 
early. My own young mind inquired into the 
meaning of phylacteries. It discovered that 
the authority of phylacteries was in the com- 
mandment: “Thou shalt bind them (the laws) 
for a sign upon thy hand and they shall be as 
frontlets between thine eyes.” 


* * *

A FAIRLY INTELLIGENT young mind 
could see the spirit of a commandment was 
being made the latter. Yes, I said, it seems 
I am expected to honor the Torah in the work 
of my hands and in the thoughts of my mind 
but I am observing the commandment in the 
purely physical way of binding these boxes 
upon my arm and my forehead? 

Was this Orthodoxy? When men observed 
the letter they may forget all about the spirit 
of an ordinance. Yes, a man may say, I am 
faithful; I go to the trouble every morning 





of binding the law upon my arm and my head. 
I am doing my duty; I am doing what Ortho- 
doxy requires. 

These were the meditations of one young 
mind, as they must have been also of many 
another of its contempraries. They were no 
longer children of the ghettoes as their fa- 
ther had been. They were in the _ public 
schools and in the public playfields; they were 
looking around the wide world. The world of 
medieval literalism seemed far from their 
lives. 

The time they took off the literal bonds of 
the phylacteries and never went back to them 
was their first break with Orthodoxy. It was 
my first break. I was 16 then. Where would 
they eventually have gone if there were no 
place for them to go from a Judaism that 
could no longer appeal to their intelligence? 

Lost sheep with no place to go. Wanderers 
in a vacuum! Reform Judaism offered a place 
to questing minds. It was not just a conven- 
ience; it provided intellectual self-respect. 

In the Reform communion religion had to 
do altogether with the spirit and not at ail 
with forms. It taught that adherence to the 
Jewish spiritual and ethical law was not a 
matter of binding straps on the arms and 
forehead in the morning; it was wholly a way 
by which to live and God was to be served best 
by righteous living, not by ritual. The good 
law was to be honored in one’s hands by 
worthy service and in one’s mind by high 
thinking. 

(This is by no means to say that those who 
observe the ritual of the phylacteries have not 
the law also in the work of their hands, their 
minds and their hearts. But to thinking young 
minds it appeared that so much emphasis on 


the letter must vitiate the spirit.) 
* . * 






























































SO WHEN I WAS OLD ENOUGH I joined 
the Reform group. I have found satisfaction 
there. It is a communion of people who be- 
lieve that the best expression of Judaism is 
in Jews joining -with other men toward the 
common good; that Judaism is not just a self- 
service in a ghetto; that it serves its sacred q 
laws best by the spirit, as manifested by Jews 
going along with other men toward making 
the world a better place for all; that Torah is 
a scripture in the heart by which to live; that 
the main end of being a Jew was so to live 
in the world that the dignity of the Jewish 
name would be enlarged. (And what if anti- 
Semites kept on hating Jews? Well, that 
would be all right; the Jew who was faith- 
ful to ethical Judaism would be true to him- 
self and that was enough.) 
Yes, I may say that Reform Judaism has 
saved Judaism in America; it has offered 
sanctuary for liberal hearts and minds that 
would have wandered away from Orthodoxy 
and found no other place in Judaism to go. 
Not that all Reform Jews are bright ex- 
emplars of Judaism in its spiritual and ethical 
sense. Goodness no! But I know or have heard 
of many Reform Jewish communities and how, 
through them, the name of the Jew is held 
in honor in their towns; how they have serv- 
ed_the essential of Torah by brotherly rela- 
tions with the general communities in which 
they live; how they have in their character 
fulfilled the main purpose of any religion 
which is to produce worthy men and women.

What Foods These Morsels Be

VERYONE knows that a healthy appetite needs no stimulation. 
But who doesn’t enjoy a nice, crisp dill pickle? In fact, the dill 
pickle has become so popular with non-Jews that it has acquired the 
tile of Kosher Pickle. You'll find it in glass jars at almost any gro- 
ery or delicatessen shop. Not even the Christian Mobilizers can 


possibly object to such Jewish influence, eh, what? 
Here’s the way you can prepare them at home: 


DILL PICKLES 


Wash and dry small, ‘firm cucumbers. Pack them in quart jars. 
To each jar add 1 tblsp brown sugar, 1 tblsp vinegar, 1 clove of gar- 
lie, 2 bay leaves, a head of dry dill and 2 grape leaves. Fill the jars 
with cooled boiled water and adjust tops. Do not seal. Let the filled 
jars stand in a cool sunny spot on a tray until fermentation stops. 
Keeping the pickles in the sun will hasten the fermentation process. 
When the liquid becomes cloudy and all bubbling has ceased, tighten 
the lids to make a seal. Store away from strong light in a cool Place. 
These pickles are ready to eat as soon as fermentation stops, in ten 


days or less. 


PICKLED GREEN TOMATOES 
Prepare the same as cucumbers. 


QUICK-EASY ORANGE AND CRANBERRY RELISH 


2 cups cranberries 1'4 cups sugar 
3 oranges, unpeeled \Y% tsp salt 


Pick over berries, using only the whole ones. Wash and drain 
or pat dry. Cut in halves and remove seeds from oranges. Put ber- 
ries and oranges through the medium blade of food chopper.’ Com- 
bine with sugar and salt, cover and let stand#’a half hour and serve.

Franks 
WAS AIDE-DE-CAMP TO 
GEN. GEORGE WASHINGTON ‘ 


DISTINCTION THROUGHOUT ~ 
THE REVOLUTIONARY WAR- 


T THE outbreak of the Revolutionary War, when he 
was only seventeen, Isaac Franks enlisted in Col- 
onel Lesher’s regiment, New York Volunteers, and served 


of the same year he was taken prisoner, but effected his 
escape after three months of detention. His record for 
the remainder of the war was an active and honorable 
one. He rose to the position of Colonel and served as 
Aide-de-Camp to Washington. In 1793, during the preval- 
ence of yellow fever in Philadelphia, it was at Frank’s 
home that President Washington resided. 

Another member of the family, David Franks, was Aide- 
de-camp to Benedict Arnold. When Arnold’s behavior fell 
under suspicion, David Franks became the subject of a 
rigid investigation by a committee of hard-headed Conti- 
nental officers. His loyalty was proven to their satisfac- 
tion and he was exonerated of any charges. 

Both men were brave soldiers in battle. They were 
cousins of Rebecca Franks, who was noted for her liter- 
ary and social talents, as one of the first ladies of Phila- 
delphia. They were also cousins of the wife of Haymn 
Salomon, another Jew, who is credited with being, next 
to Robert Morris, the most important factor in the financ-

I knew in advance that getting 
any behind-the-scenes news from 
a Hadassah convention was al- 
most an impossibility, because 
these women usually are much 
better politicians than the men 
Zionists. The only time I remem- 
ber things getting out-of-hand 
was when the national board had 
decided to back the late Henrietta 
Szold (not censure her) on her 
Ichud plan. Then there was such 
a spontaneous remonstrance from 
the delegates from the “prov- 
inces” that the board quickly 
changed its position. 

Anyhow, at the convention in 
Chicago, I advised our corre- 
spondent to be on the lookout for 
any fireworks on Rabbi Silver. As 
you probably know Hadassah has 
fought Silver’s return to power 
and before that too, and as you 
also probably noticed although 
Rabbi Silver is the leading Amer- 
ican Zionist today he was not on 
the convention program. 

Anyway here is what our cor- 
respondent wrote, and you can 
take it for its worth. 


“I take it that the convention 
in general was reported to you, 
and that you were informed of 
the discussion at the political ses- 
sion, at which time a lady from 
Washington raised the Silver- 
Wise problem in the discussion 
which followed the main presen- 
tation by Mrs. Halperin, political 
chairman of Hadassah. This dele- 
gate wanted to know what right 
the Hadassah leaders had to make 
decisions on political questions 
without consulting the member- 
ship thru a convention. 


“Mrs. Halperin rather emotion- 
ally replied that everything was 
done in a constitutional fashion, 
and pointed out that there must 
be faith and confidence in elected 
leadership when the latter is 
called upon to make decisions be- 
tween conventions. 


“I tried to inquire around if 
anything was being done to make 
the Hadassah leaders conscious 
that some members were not 
happy with the Silver controversy 
and the attitude of Hadassah 
thereon, but I found everything 
pretty closely guarded, and the

~ had the convention been called 


prior to the London conference, 
there would have been fireworks, 
but time and events moving rap- 
idly in other directions, calmed 
the whole situation. There was a 
definite feeling of keen interest 
in the political situation in the 
larger picture than in the per- 
sonalities involved. There seemed 
to be more political awareness of 
current Zionist issues than at any 
other convention. The sessions

Although this paper’s job is to 
print and interpret the news, it 
takes only a cursory glance at any 
issue to notice that The Post and 
papers like it can be a real factor 
in adult Jewish education. This 
is no new observation, but so 
many features in The Post could, 
were they printed in text books, 
be used in classes, that it must be 
conceded by fair-minded persons 
that the Anglo-Jewish press has 
developed into (and can become 
even more so) the one most im- 
portant factor in adult Jewish 
education. 

The column “Your Name” by 
N. Pearlroth is a case in point. 
Here is disclosed in especially in- 
teresting manner, Jewish history 
at its best. A more obvious ex- 
ample of the same thing is “This 
Week in Jewish History,” by 
Harry Cushing. The Junior Post, 
which our staff suspects is read 
by more adults than children, does 
a similar job although in a less 
serious way. 

These are only a few cases, and 
any educator would include in the 
classification we’re discussing al- 
most every column in The Post 
from “Lewis on Books,” to “The 
Digest of The Yiddish Presses,” 
to “New York,” and so on. 

There is one other factor, and 
that is that this material is given 
to the Jewish reader in exceeding- 
ly interesting manner. Were this 
same material encompassed in the 
covers of a text book, the chances 
of it getting any wide circulation 
would be small, and in addition, in 
The Post, this material is inter- 
spersed with live news and comes 
in “sugar coated” pills. 

It would seem obvious then that 
it is to the advantage of Jewish 
leadership to see that Anglo-Jew- 
ish papers who are not using all 
their space to print advertising, 
and who are trying to do a legiti- 
mate job of journalism, get all 
the support that can possibly be 
given them without jeopardizing 
the very necessary element of a 
free press.

England Has ‘A Policy On Palestine 


is becoming increasingly clear that Great 
Britain has finally evolved a policy in an- 
swer to the demands of Zionists.

HE observation is inescapable that if it 
were possible to enlist in the fight on anti- 
Semitism the same organizing genius that

Jewish life, the battle against those who want 
to use the Jew to undermine democracy might 
not be in such a discouraging state. 

For instance the work of the Zionist Emer- 
gency Council in its recent mass meetings and 
other activities shows what can be done by 
those who have prodigious powers of imagina- 
tion and energy. The amount of pro-Palestine 
sentiment and activity generated by the Zion- 
ist Emergency Council puts to shame the work 
of our civic defense agencies. 

Or take the case of the fight on National 


Budgeting. Starting from nothing only a few 
short weeks ago, those opposed to national 
budgeting have marshalled Jewish public opin- 
ion and built up a strong organization in almost 
no time. 

Whenever the civic protective agencies are 
forced into coming out into the open (the 
O’Donnell case) they can do a real job, but 
their guiding policy thus far has been to work 
under such a cloak of secrecy that they often 
fool leading members and officers of their own 
organizations. 

It is obvious that there is leadership in Amer. 
ican Jewry that can get things done. Why has 
not some of this leadership been channeled into 
the fight against anti-Semitism?

Travesty on Judaism That All Its Beautiful 
Observances Confined to the Temple Says 
Rabbi H. J. Schachtel—It is about time that peo- 
ple realize that faithful observance of religious 
ritual and discipline in the home can bring 
more good and—yes, even more—pleasure than 
anything which is to be found outside the 
home. Moreover, for Judaism to survive, we 
simply must have homes that are devoted to 
our faith. Our forbears looked upon the home 
as the primary source of religious inspiration. 
Indeed, the home was looked upon as a sanc- 
tuary in itself. Every service observed in the 
Temple has its counterpart in the home. Our 
fathers would stand aghast at our naive con- 
fidence that the home could neglect religious 
training and expect the child to get religion 
from Temple attendance. Judaism has been 
far too personal an experience to rely upon 
institutions to do its job of survival. In Juda- 
ism, marriage is named as the highest sacra- 
ment. Indeed, the very word for marriage in 
Hebrew means santification. The father and 
mother are like a high priest and high priest- 
ess ministering at the altar of God. What a 
travesty it is upon our noble faith that all of 


our beautiful observances, are too eften com 
fined to the Temple. Judaism begins and 
grows and becomes strong in the home. The 
Temple can only be an adjunct to the home 
As if our problems were not difficult enough 
with this present state of affairs in which 
parents leave everything up to the Temple, we 
have the colossal obstacle of the lack of an 
ideal parental example. It is hopeless when 
you labor against parental indifference. Cam 
a farmer reap a harvest when he sows seeds 
on arid soil? He may use the finest scientific 
apparatus. He may labor from dawn to sur 
set, but if the soil is arid, his efforts are 
futile.

gogue lay leadership.” This state- 
ment is not even true when it 
says “all” the rabbis. As for the 
lay leadership, a goodly number 
has taken the trouble to inform 
us that they and others are defin- 
itely interested in expanded Jew- 
ish Center facilities and services. 
Many others have expressed a 
similar interest. 


Your accusations about the 
lack of ‘Jewishness in Center 
programs cries out for correc- 
tion. To be sure, we do not carry 
on religious services and we 
scrupulously avoid activities 
which compete with synagogues. 
We do, on the other hand, make 
every effort to foster Jewish in- 
terests. This point is easy to illus- 
trate. In arts and crafts we have 
a staff member who is especially 
skillful in stimulating creative 
work around Jewish themes. We 
build programs around Jewish 
holidays. We promote discussions 
of Jewish problems. No one 
claims perfection for our pro- 
gram and we share with forma! 
Jewish education the search for 
better methods. We do, however, 
reach many people who are not 
touched by any other Jewish in- 
stitution and we try to help 
them understand what being 
Jewish means. 


Much more could be said to in- 
dicate that you have been hasty 
and ill-advised in your article, but 
perhaps the above will suffice. 
May I end with the thought that 
if we,'as Jews, will put more of 
our energy into the strengthen- 
ing of the Jewish community and 
less into making accusations, we 
would be in a much better posi- 
tion to face this difficult world.

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Release Time to Take in All Boston Schools Next Y ear

BOSTON, Mass.—Plans to 


from the public schools of Boston for religious 
instruction beginning next September was an- 
nounced here. For the past year, the release 
plan was experimented with in a few schools of 
the city, and beginning next year the plan will
